And anyone who has 
ever asked for help gath¬ 
ering historical informa¬ 
tion about Niagara-on- 
the-Lake will understand 

At a black-tie dinner at 
Navy Hall, Ormsby was 
recently recognized by 
the Niagara Foundation 
as a Living Legend for 
2010. 

The Foundation hosts 
the dinner as a fundrais¬ 
ing event to support their 
work in heritage restora¬ 
tion and education. Each 


year a local resident has 
been honoured for their 
contribution to heritage 
preservation. 

Ormsby is the official 
town historian and has 
the credentials and the 
experience to prove it. 
Her research has served 
the town, its institutions 
and interested residents. 

She has authored sev¬ 
eral books on the history 
of NOTL, and has con¬ 
tributed her knowledge 
extensively to the Niagara 
Historical Society 

Museum for many years - 
researching, cataloguing 
and speaking. 

If you’re looking for 
her, you are much more 
likely to find her at the 
museum than at home. 

Her involvement with 
the town’s heritage advi¬ 
sory committee led to the 
implementation of the 


Municipal Heritage 
District, and she served 
on the committee which 
obtained federal designa¬ 
tion of the town as a 
National Historic District 
Her diligent research and 
determination also aided 
in the protection of the 
site of Col. John Butler’s 
original homestead. 

Bom and educated in 
northern England, she 
came to Canada in the 
1960s. Since moving to 
Niagara in 1979, she has 
immersed herself in local 
history. 

Her accomplishments 
have been recognized 
with awards from the 
town, the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Ontario 
Historical Society and 
Ontario Heritage Tmst.

He had wit¬ 
nessed torches being passed 
across the country leading up 
to the 1988 winter Olympics 
in Calgary, and fashioned a 
commumtv event that would 
celebrate the wonder of 
NOTL at Christmas, begin¬ 
ning with the sharing of the

girl with cystic fibrosis, thus 
the birth of the tradition for 
directing the funds from the 
sales of candles. 

Arthur passed away a little 
more than a decade ago, but 
his vision lives on. 


The lighting of the first can¬ 
dles is always a touching 
moment, but this year more 
so than most 

Olivia Frank, a beautiful 
and temporarily bald eight- 
year-old with a smile alone 
bright enough to lead the 
stroll, took tile ceremonial 
front stage with two school 
chums. Olivia is courageous¬ 
ly and matter-of-factly bat¬ 
tling leukemia. 

Olivia and her parents, Kari 
and Art, were followed by 
Christine and Glen Davis. 
With their son Quinten and 
nephew Owen the Davises 
took part in memory of their 
precious baby daughter 
Claire, who died in 
November at just two months 
old, of infantile leukemia. As 
horribly difficult as it must 
have been for Christine and 
Glen to participate in the 
stroll, they said they were 
honoured to be there and felt 
they owed it to Claire. 

She was with them for only 
two short months, but must 
have been here for a reason, 
they said. 

“If it means that because of 
our situation we can help 
other families who share a 
similar experience, then we 
gladly will,” said Glen and 


Christine. 

The money from this year’s 
sale of candles, about $5,000, 
will be given to the Walker 
Cancer Centre pediatric wing 
at the new hospital, on behalf 
of the Frank and the Davis 
families. 

The evening began as 
usual with the Salvation 
Army band playing, Debbie 
Whitehouse singing carols 
from the Court House, and 
Bob Andrews from Parks 
Canada relating the history of 
the burning of the town by 
retreating Americans in 
December of 1813—accom¬ 
panied by a warning to 
Americans that we retaliated, 
so not to get any ideas while 
strolling with lit candles. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
shared greetings from the 
town—one of his first events, 
and his first stroll as Lord 
Mayor. MP Rob Nicholson 
was also on hand to congrat¬ 
ulate the Chamber and take 
part in the stroll. 

But it was MPP Kim Craitor 
who reminded us of one of 
our reasons for being there. 

Craitor is himself a cancer 
survivor, and knows first 
hand what it means to travel 
to Hamilton for treatment He 
often speaks of the amazing 


and brave people he met, 
many experiencing much 
worse than he was, while he 
waited for his appointments. 

"I know from personal 
experience the Walker

Clara Bloomberg can't say 
enough about how important 
the community shuttle is to 
her and other seniors. 

She drove herself for 60 
years, but when she found her 
eyesight failing, she voluntar¬ 
ily gave up driving, she said. 

When she and her husband 
bought their home in 
Garrison Village 30 years ago, 
she had no idea that she 
would one day find herself 
without transportahon, feel¬ 
ing that her home in the sub¬ 
division is in “the middle of 


nowhere." 

She is one of the most fre¬ 
quent users of the NOTL 
Transit community shutde, 
sometimes calling for a ride 
daily, other times every few 

She uses it to go to the post 
office to pick up her mail, to 
go to the bank to pay bills, her 
property taxes or deposit her 
pension cheque, to go to the 
medical clinic in Virgil or to a 
foot specialist in St. 


“It's not a luxury, it's a 
necessity,” she says. “If I don’t 
pay my phone bill I won't 
have a telephone. I think I 
was the first to use the shuttle 
and I don’t know what I'd do 
without it. You can see we 
need this service, especially 
for seniors. The drivers are 
polite, and the service is 
excellent There aren't words 
to say how much I appreciate 

And she’s not alone—many 


of her friends feel the same 
way, she says. 

"Dave (Mole) and his fami¬ 
ly are the best thing to have 
ever happened to tiiis town. 
They gave us what we need 
the most. I hope and pray the 
company will be able to con¬ 
tinue. It's a terrible feeling 
when you need to go some¬ 
where and can’t.” 

When the shutde stopped 
operating last March, she 
said, she used a taxi service, 
but it could cost her $40 to $45 
to do her errands around 
town. And when she called 
for a cab from St. Catharines, 
she was often told they were 

"Then I was stuck. I was 
lucky that it wasn't an emer¬ 
gency. And I'm very fortunate 
that if I needed to take a taxi, I 
could pay for it I don’t know 
what other seniors do who 
can't afford it It can be very 
expensive."

shuttle around the Old Town 
to get her mail or go to the 
bank costs her $4.50, and a 
trip to Virgil is $9. 

“That’s excellent, especially 
in comparison to what a taxi 
from St. Catharines would 
charge. Even if I have to take 
the shutde to St. Catharines, 
it’s still reasonable.” 

With her 90th birthday 
approaching, Bloomberg says 
if die shutde stops operating 
again, “I’ll have to sell my 
house and move to Toronto or 
Hamilton. Can you imagine 
moving at my age? It would be 
horrible." 

Teresa Lutz has lived in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake all her 
life. Without transportation, 
her Line 5 home “might as 
well be in Siberia,” she says. 

Her daughters would take 
her shopping, but she hates to 
ask them, they're so busy with 
their own lives, and it would 
mean shopping after they get 
home from work. The bank, 
the town hall where she pays 
her taxes and the post office 
would all be closed by then, 
she says. 

She uses the service once a 
week, and makes a morning 
of it—she’ll go to the post 
office and the Avondale in 
Virgil, maybe have something 
to eat at Silks, and then walk 



She loves the fact that she ( 
go when she wants to, rather 
than waiting for a friend or 
family member, she says. 

The service is a little slower 
than it used to be, “but that's 
okay. I don’t mind waiting, 
and I’m told it will get better. 
It’s only a problem when I’m 
waiting to be picked up at the 
grocery store, and there is 
nowhere to sit down." 

Since the service resumed, 
run by David Mole of Niagara 
Classic Transport and Casey 
McNab of Niagara Patient 
Transfer, two shuttles run 
daily until 4:30 p.m., often at 
capacity, providing anywhere

from 25 to 40 rides a day. 

The subsidized service is 
available to seniors and teens, 
and although the majority of 
the riders are seniors, there 
have been a few teens call, 
says Mole. 

Tickets are sold in packs of 
10 for $40 but have a value of 
$75, $35 of which is subsi¬ 
dized by local businesses, 
including Inniskillin and 
Jackson Triggs wineries, 
which came on board last 
week with a donation of 
$15,000. 

The goal of the service is to 
raise $50,000, which will sub¬ 
sidize enough tickets to run 
for 18 months. They’ve col¬ 
lected about 75 per cent of 
that, says Mole. 

The shuttle, launched in 
2007 shut down last March 
when the Mole family could-

Santa Claus is coming to 
town this Saturday, his 
much-awaited arrival follow¬ 
ing one the largest and best 
parades around, this year led 
by the Shaw Festival in recog¬ 
nition of its 50th season.

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Michael Toby to sing of Underground Railroad era 


> Songs were 
often used by 
slaves to com¬ 
municate plans of 
escape, says tenor. 


Niagara has a reputation 
for having been a safe haven 
in its early days for those 
escaping slavery, and St. 
Andrews Church had its own 
role in that era of history for 
assisting those who arrived 
via the Underground 
Railroad. 

Michael Toby, a church 
pastor and talented opera 
singer, will be at St. Andrews 
to sing some songs of that 
era—songs, he says, that 
were about more than mak¬ 
ing music. 

The songs, he says, are 


ones the public recognizes 
and associates with that peri¬ 
od, among them Swing Low, 
Sweet Chariot and Go Down, 
Moses, but we might not 
realize they also contained 
messages that helped slaves 
on their way to freedom- 
messages that saved lives. 

His recital at St Andrews 
Presbyterian Church is one 
he sought out. He performed 
his Hear Freedom’s Ring 
concert in Niagara Falls 
about a month ago, and as he 
always does when he visits 
an area, while he was here he 
did some research about its 
history. 

He uncovered a story 
about St. Andrews that res¬ 
onated with his interest in 
that particular era of local 
history. 

The Presbyterian church 
was ordered burned to the 
ground almost three months 
before the rest of the town 
was torched by retreating 
American soldiers in 1813. 
The Americans justified their 
actions by claiming the

church tower was being used 
by townspeople to spy on 
them. Rev. lohn Bums and 
several church members 
were taken prisoner. 

But a school house on the 
comer of the church proper¬ 
ty escaped the blaze, and 
until a new church could be 
built, it was home to Sunday 
services and Sunday school, 
as well as weekday classes 
that included lessons for the 
black children of settlers who 
had reached Niagara through 
the Underground Railroad. 

The songs slaves sang as 
they worked, says Toby,- 


often a means of communi¬ 
cating important informa¬ 
tion about what they were 
planning, such as what time 
a ‘train’ might be leaving, or 
when a 'conductor' (such as 
Harriet Tubman) was arriv¬ 
ing. Their music allowed 
them to pass along those 
messages without alerting 
the plantation owners, who 
thought their slaves just liked 
to sing—and as long as the 
slaves sang, the owners knew 
they were working. 

During his concert, Toby 
shares his knowledge of the 
songs and their meanings, 
but he is clear that he is not 
coming to NOIL to educate 
people about their own his¬ 
tory. He says he looks for¬ 
ward to adding to his own 
research through talking to 
residents, while passing on 
what he has learned as he 
entertains.

He is an accomplished 
singer and a charismatic per¬ 
former, they say, but they 
also enjoyed the way he 
engaged the audience with 
the very moving stories and 
history he shared. 

Toby says it’s a period of 
history he would like to see 
discussed more, but "nobody 
seems to want to talk about 
it. It’s a shame because we 
should be proud of that part 
of our history and the role we 
played in it."

- we’re lucky to have it 
and it's going to be used 
front and centre.”
